Dear Mr. McCone; 

The Preparedness Investigating Subcommittee is about to 
resume its hearings on the impact of the latest nuclear test ban treaty 
proposals on the U, S. military posture with a briefing by Mr. William 
C. Foster, Director, U. S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, 
on May 7, 1963. 

According to our present schedule, Mr. Foster's appearance 
will be followed by Major General Jermain F. Rodenhauser, Chief, Air 
Force Technical Applications Center; Dr. Franklin A. Long, Assistant 
Director (Science and Technology), U. S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency; Dr. Leland Haworth and Major General A. W. Betts, Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

As you are aware, the desirability and feasibility of a nuclear 
test ban treaty is dependent to a marked degree on the status, future 
requirements, and development potential of the Soviet nuclear weapons 
prograun and on past and future contributions of intelligence to the de- 
tection, identification, and location of foreign nuclear tests. I sincerely 
hope that it will be possible for you to appear before the Subcommittee 
to provide testimony with respect to these important matters. Our 
present hearing schedule is necessarily tentative, but we would hope to 
be able to receive your testimony during the week of May 20, 1963. 

It would be helpful to the members of the Subcommittee if 
your prepared statement covering these matters could be received by 
us at least 24 hours in advance of your appearance. 

All hearings will be in executive session, but we hope to de- 
velop a procedure whereby major portions of the testimony at these 
hearings may be unclassified so that it may be made available to the public.
